Reconsideration and allowance of the present application based on the amendments 
and remarks pirscntcd in the Amendment filed July 17, 2002. are respectfiilly requested. In 
addition, entiy and allowance of the newly added claims 26 and 27 is also respectfully 
requested. 

Upon entry of the ahove new claim, claims 2-3 and 9-27 will be pending in this 
application 

Claim 26 is substantially similat to present claims 2 and 24; claim 27 is substantially 
similar to present claim 25 However, the newly added claims do not include the "proviso- 
clause added to the amended claim 2 

Accordingly, no new matter is added. 

Claims 26 and 27 are patentable over the cited Chevalier ct al fUS 5,360,836 or EP 
02637491 For at least the same reasons previously set forth and, in addition, because there is 
no disclosure or suggestion of a radiation curable compound wherein the compound of 
ticncral formula (1) of the patent is bonded to a polymer. Therefore. Chevalier et al does not 
provide evidence to support a conclusion that the subject matters of claims 26 and 27 would 
h9vz been prima facie obvious. 

Claims 26 and 27 are patentable over the cited Nason ct al. U-S 4.656.202. for at least 
the reasons set forth in the Remarks presented with the Amendment Pled July 17. 2002. 

Claims 26 and 27 are patenuble over Ac cited Kelley U.S. 3.366,613 for at least the 
reasons set forth in the Remarks presented with the Amendment filed July 17. 2002. and for 
the additional reason that there is no disclosure or suggestion that the radiation curable 
compounds disclosed by Kelley are bonded to or form part of a polymer. 

Claims 26 and 27 arc patentable over the cited Kobayashi, U.S. 4.910.268. for at least 
the reasons set forth in the Remarks presented with the Amendment filed July 17. 2002. and 
for the additional reason that there is no disclosure or suggestion of compounds represented 
by the general formula (1) of the patent which includes a polymer P bonded to the carbon of 
the carbonyl (C-O) group bonded to the nitrogen atom, tn Kobayashi. the group Rz bonded 
to C=0 is H or (substiuilcd) alkyl or atyl group. 

In view of the foregoing and previously filed amendment and accompanying Remarks, 
all pending claims arc bcHcvcd to be in form for allowance, and such action is hereby
